The emergency wards of the hospitals were 
taxed to their utmost ‘for the time being, 


but in spite of this fact over 40,000 persons 


were rapidly pushed through the rotunda 
of the Capitol where the body lay in such 
splendid state. 

Noted Men Surround Bier. 

The mourners at the bier were the repre- 
sentatives of every branch of American life. 
Grouped about the casket was an assemblage 
of men such as is not often brought to- 
gether. There was Grover Cleveland, the 
last and only Democratic President for a 
quarter of a century, who has now become 
the only living ex-President of the republic. 
There was George Dewey, the Admiral who

ALARM FOR MRS. M’KINLEY, 


Friends Think Dangerous Reaction Will 
Follow Return to and Quiet 
at Canton Home. 


‘Washington, D. C., Sept, 17.—The friends 
of Mrs. McKinley are seriously alarmed 
about her. They speak with grave apprehen- 
sion of the days that are soon to come, when 
she will be borne up no longer by her sense 
of duty and the sustaining force of her de- 
sire to perform her full part in the cere- 
monies that the national character and tragic 
end of her distinguished husband make ap- 
propriate. 

This evening Mrs, McKinley is considerably 
weaker than when at Buffalo, but con- 
tinues to bear up with great fortitude. This 
afternoon she gave vent to her grief more 
freely than at any time since the tragedy. 
She sobbed and cried for a long time, and 
these paroxysms of grief sapped her strength 
to quite a degree. Still, as stated, there is 
no present sign of collapse. Dr. Rixey was 
with his patient several times during the 
day and spent some time with her late in the 
afternoon. 

After his last call he said he was fairly 
confident of Mrs. McKinley's ability to take 
part in the services at Canton. She has hada 
long and severe shock, however, and in 
order that she may become gradually accus- 
tomed to the change wrought in her life by 
the sad death of the President tt is probable 
that Secretary Cortelyou and Dr. Rixey will 
remain in Canton for some time to soothe 
and comfort the widow in her grief and terror 
that must come when in her old home she 
gradually realizes in its full degree that her 
main support and comfort in life has been 
taken away.

Casket Under Blaze of Light. 

The car was flooded with light. Through 
Its crystal sides could be seen the beautifully 

ped casket with ite mass of rare blos- 
soma, a0 arra that even as the train 
swept through the night the people in the 
country it passed through might gase on the 
sight of the casket with a soldier standing 
grimly at the head and a sallor, carrying his 
cutlass upon his shoulder, at the foot. A 
guard of soldiers and sailors occupied the 
platforms, and between them at the rear was 
a mammoth wreath six feet in diameter of 
orchids and laurels, 

Only a few months ago President McKin- 
ley stood upon the steps down which his 
silent figure was borne tonight delivering 
his inaugural address, after being chosen 
for the second timie to be the Chief Magis- 
trate of the republic. A vast concourse of 
people surroun him and cheered every 
patriotic utterance that fell from his lips. 
There was an equally vast concourse of peo- 
ple on the Capitol plaza tonight, but instead 
of enthusiastic outbursts and applause there 
were awe, gloom, and silence. 

Forming a hollow square were soldiers, 
safiors, marines, and cavalry, waiting pa- 
tiently for a signal from the rotunda that 
the y bearers and their precious burden 
were about to descend. 


| Carry Body from Capitol. 

It was just 7 o’clock when four jackies and 
four soldiers appeared at the bronze door 
leading .out upon the east portico of the 
Capitol, bearing upon their shoulders the re- 
mains of their late Commander-in-Chief. 
Simultaneously a battery of artillery sta- 
tioned in the park surrounding the Congres- 
sional Library began a salute, which was 
to be continued at intervals a minute apart 
until the train bearing the body of the late 
President and the mourners started on the 
journey to Canton. 

Just a few minutes before the floral trib- 
utes were removed from around the casket 
a flashlight picture was made, while the ro- 
tunda of the Capitol was almost as bright as 
day with electric lights. This task having 
been performed, the body was taken in 
charge by the undertaker and his assistants, 
the casket closed and, draped in the national 
colors, not to be unwrapped until the home 
of the late President is reached tomorrow. 

Troops Salute the Remains. 

As the body bearers descended the steps of 
the east front of the Capitol bearing their 
burden sharp words of command were heard 
and the troops presented arms in honor of 
thelt dead commander. A few short notes 
c’ the bugle and a squadron of cavalry clat- 
tered into position, preceded the sable re- 
ceptacle containing the casket, and the line 
of march was taken up for the railroad sta- 
tion. 

It va not necessary for the police or mili- 
tary to exert their authority upon the hushed 
and awe-stricken crowd of spectators, who 
swarmed to every point of vantage on the 
stairways leading to the House and Senate 
wing and on the broad plaza at the base pf 
the stairways. Reverently and quietly the 
crowd opened to permit the passage of the 
escort, hearse, and carriages containing those 
who were to accompany the remains to their 
final resting place. 

From the Capitol to the railroad station, 
half a mile distant, the same intense, awful 
stillness prevailed. Ropes stretched the en- 
tire distance kept the crowd within bounds 
and the military forces deployed in open 
formation were stationed along the route of 
march.

The casket containing McKinley's remains as it stood in the Capitol rotunda during the services yesterday was complete- 
ly draped in an American flag and was covered with flowers, the notable feature being a great sheaf from President Roosevelt, 
which was at the foot of the casket on top, The casket rested on a plain black pedestal, about the shape of the old confederate 
ram Merrimac, sloping from the floor up to the casket. Resting against the pedestal, so as to reach up to and overlap the 
casket, were half a dozen floral pieces on either side, chiefly wreaths, sheaves of roses, and crosses.

All Permitted to See Dead. |

CASKET is MOVED TO CAPITOL. 


Impressive Funeral Procession from 
te House to Building Where 
Body Lay in State. | > | 


Washington, D. 


C., Sept. 17.+[Special.]— 
Surrounding the body of William McKinley 
on its way to the Capitol, where it lay in 
state, were the most distinguished men of 
the nation, including those who hdd fought 
through the civil war with Major McKimley, 
those who won their laurels in the Spanish- 
American war, which made the United States 
a world power; his political associates and 
nal friends, the members of the Cabinet, 
the diplomatic corps. and thousands upon 
thousands of his mourning countrymen. _— 
There was no funeral service at the White 
House, but shortly before 9 o’clock the first 
members of the funeral party, including 
President Roosevelt and ex-President Cleve- 


land, arrived. When all was in readiness

the casket, which was shrouded in the na- 
tional colors, was lifted upon the shoulders 
of the body bearers, a detachment of the 
signal corps, and borne to the hearse. Then 
Abner McKinley, the members of the Presi- 
dent’s family, Président Roosevelt, the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, and the entire 
funeral party entered their carriages, and 
the cortége began moving toward the gates 
of the White House grounds. 
Officers in Full Dress. . 

Just before the gates were reached the 
General officers of the army and those of the 
navy, attired in full dress uniforms, which 
made up the only bit of color that was no- 
ticeable, took up their position at either side 
of the hearse, 

At the sound of the trumpet the corps repre- 


senting the infantry, artillery, and cavalry.

on the north side of the avenue, presented 
arms. The drummers beat the long roll, and 
hardly had the sounds of this died away when 
the Third Artillery band, stationed directly 
in front of the mansion, broke forth with the 
strains of “‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee, which 
of course has been the, one note today and 
which was the late President's favorite hymn.

Ten Thousand Men in Line. 


\The procession was about a mile long and 
consisted principally of civic organizations. 
There were approximately 10,000 men in line, 
avout a thousand of them being made up of 
United States cavalry. artillery, and in- 
fantrymen, together with about 200 sailors 
from the different warships and about the 
same number of men of the marine corps. 
The National Guard of the District of Co- 
lumbia had two regiments in line. The Grand 
Army of the Republic had about 1,500 men 
in line. They were attired in the usual mod- 
est uniform of their organization, each mem- 
ber wearing a badge of crépe. The Knights 
Templar were represented by 500 men attired 
in their attractive uniforms. Following the 
Knights Templars came the members of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, dressed 
in black frock coats, trousers, and silk hats, 
with a band of crépe attached to the lapels 
of their coats. | 

The veteran organizations were also in line. 
These were represented by the Union Vet- 
erans’ union, attired in uniforms of pale blue 
with black hats. Threw hundred veterans of 
the Spanish-American war followed the 
Union Veterans. They presented a motly ap- 
pearance, being attired in the uniforms rep- 
resenting the arm of the service in which 
they did duty. | 


Confederates March in Uniform. 


There was a scattering of Confederate vet- 
erans, the number being less than fifty. 
These came from Virginia and were mostly 
attired in civil dress, although a few of the 
men donned the uniforms they wore during 
the rebellion. 

The Confederate veterans ended the mili- 
tary division of the procession and were fol- 
lowed ,by the local civilian organizations, 
which comprised nearly half the men in line. 
In the ranks were representatives of the 
Improved Order of Red Men. the Columbia 
Typographical union and other allied trades, 
as well as the International Association of 
Machinists and the letter-carriers of this 
city. There were but two musical organiza- 
tions in the entire procession and these were 
well up to the front. 

An innovation, and a most interesting one 
at that, was the presence of a body of cler- 
gymen, representing all religious denomina- 
tions, who were assigned a prominent place 
in the ranks and attracted universal atten- 
tion and favorable comment by their action 
as mourners at the bier of the President. 

Such a body of men has never before been 
witnessed outside of a religious procession, 
and a higher tribute couid not have been 


paid to the Chrisflan virtues of William Me- 


Kinley. 
There were Catholic priests and Protestant 
clergymen mingling in fraternal unity to 


show to the world their estimate of the char- 
acter of the silent sleeper behind whose bier 
they walked. | 

The cortége, which had not yet left the 
White House grounds, came to a halt until 
the military and civic organizations had 
passed the mansion, when the funeral proper 
wheeled into Pennsylvania avenue and took 
up its position in the sad procession. 


President Roosevelt’s Carriage. 

There was only one carriage which could 
be absolutely known above all the others, 
and that one contained President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Commander Cowles of the 
United States navy, a brother-in-law of the 
President. This carriage was drawn by 
four black horses and closely guarded by a 
special detail of picked men from the de- 
tective forces of New York and Washington. 

President Roosevelt's face wore a deter- 
mined, serious look, absolutely foreign to his 
usual laughing, good-natured manner, and it 
was remarked by the hunderds who scanned 
him closely that he showed traces of the 
great strain to which he had been subjected 
by the harrowing events of the last few 
days. | 

Only One Ex-President. 


A short distance behind the carriage con- 
taining the President was a close-covered 
brougham containing Grover Cleveland, the 
only living ex-President of the United 
States. His face, too, wore a subdued, sol- 
emn expression, different from that which 
appeared upon it when he rode down Penn- 
sylvania avenue a few years ago, accom- 
panying William McKinley to the Capitol, 
where he was to be sworn in as his successor. 

It was noted that the ex-President was not 
so full in the face as formerly, and he had 
sunk back in his carriage so as to be almost 
obscured from view. 

He was accompanied by Daniel S. Lamont, 
his former Secretary of War, and General 
John M. Wilson, now on the retired list of the 
army, but whose full dress uniform ‘of a 
Brigadier General formed a striking con- 
trast with the somber apparel of the ex- 
President and Mr. Lamont. 


Absence of Music Notable. 


The absence of music was one of the no- 
table features of the procession, and the two 
bands that were in line were so far in ad- 
vance of the funeral party that not one note 
of the muffied drums reached the ears of the 
mourners. In fact, there was an absence of 
noise altogether, and along the long route 
it did not require the services of the police 
to secure order and quiet, as a respectful 
silence was maintained by the thousands 
who crowded the sidewalks, banked the 
windows along the reute, and were perched 
in positions of vantage even on trees and 
telegraph poles. The respectful silence of 
the people was notable, and no conversation 
was indulged in. That ai the people were 
siggerely grief-stricken was evidenced by 
tears that streamed down the faces of 
men, women, and children, and the fact that 
the head of every man along the route was 
bared while the body of the dead President 
was passing. 

The only sounds audible Kere the sobbings 
of those who could not restrain their grief, 
the clanking of the swords of the military, 
and the ring of the hoofs of the horses upon 
the concrete pavement. 


Crowds Not So Large. 


The crowd was not so large as might have 
been expected under the circumstances, and 
compared unfavorably with gatherings 
hitherto witnessed here on the occasion of 
any great ceremony. such as an inaugura- 
tion or a state funeral. People seemed to 
have exhausted themselves with the effort 
of the previous night, when they stood for 
hours, packed like sardines in a box, wait- 
ing for the arrival of the train bearing the 
body of the late President as well as his 
successor. | 

Then, too, a drizzling rain which began in 
the early hours of the morning had a dis- 
piriting effect and dampened the ardor of 
the crowd, so that in many spots along 
Pennsylvania avenue there was only a single 
line of spectators pressing against the ropes 
which had been stretched from one end of 
the route to the other to prevent any obstruc-

All stood in the rain with bared 
heads as the procession passed. 

It seemed as though every person in the 
wall of dripping humanity through which 
the funeral procession passed was a personal 
friend of the dead President. Eyes were 
strained to catch a glimpse of the notables 
in the carriages behind the hearse, but that 
was all. If any comments were made they 
were in. subdued tones, and could not be 
heard a few feet distant by the occupants 
of the various equipages. 
Most of the carriages were of the closed 
kind and it was difficult to distinguish the 
faces of those who sat in these coaches. 

The first incident occurred after the proces- 


hearse reached the south end of the Treasury 
Building. The hearse was drawn by six black 
horses, covered almost entirely by a heavy 
jet net, with deep fringe. At the point men- 
tioned the first pair of horses became en- 
tangled with some of the harness, and it 
was necessary to halt the procession to 
straighten out the di ity. There was great 
apprehension on the part of the le that 
some accident would happen, but was 
avoided. 

The cavalcade wended its way slowly and 
amid profound silence until the hearse 
feached John Marshall place, on which is 
located the Metropolitan Methodist Church, 
of which the late President was a member. 
Then the chimes in the steeple pealed forth 
in clear notes a few bars of *‘ Nearer, My 
God, to Thee. | 


Photographers Show Scant Respect. 

One feature that tended to mar the impres- 
siveness of the procession was the presence 
of a lapge number of photographers. who 
came in for considerable outspoken con- 
demnation. They were permitted to enter 
the space which had been roped off for the 
procession, and during the memorable march 
of one mile they never lost an opportunity 
to secure photographs of the incidents, and 
from the time the cortége left the White 
House until it reached the Capitol the oper- 
ators mercilessly unmasked their batteries 
and kept up a steady fire. 

As the peace monument at the foot of the 
Capitol was Spproached the crowd became 
more dense if possible, and althoagh 50,000 
persons were packed in and about the Capitol 
grounds the only sounds heard above the 
measured tramp of the military organisa- 
tions were the voices of mothers directing 
their children to be quiet and instructing the 
small boys to remove their hats. 


Impressive Ascent of Hill. 

Then came the ascent of Capitol Hill. As 
the cavaicade was wheeled into the broad 
plaza no ropes were used to keep back the 
throng, but the soldiers and police were suc- 
cessful in keeping the opeu 
through the crowd, which co acres, and 
which later in the day was to furnish one wf 
the most exciting and disgraceful incidents 
of this memorable day. 

The magnificent stairways were crowded to 
their utmost capacity, and upon the roof of 
the big edifice and in the windows were 
thousands of persons, who tenaciously clung 
to their dangerous perches. The military o« 
ganizations which preceded the funeral cor- 
tége had taken up positions on either side of 
this magnificent plaza and on its way to th, 
central stairway of the building it marched 
through a line of military men devoted to 
their dead chieftain. 

The cortége itself headed by General Brooke 
slowly wended its way to the bottom of the 
grand white marble staircase, but only the 
members of the family and the most inti- 
mate friends of the late President entered the 
building by this route. 

‘Roosevelt Effaces Himself. 

President Roosevelt again displayed much 
modesty, and demonstrated that he intended 
to keep himself in the background. He 
therefore entered the Capitol by what is 
known as the Senate entrance, about 100 
/feet from the main stairway. Upon the 
marble stairs to the left stood a detach- 
ment of coast artillery, attired in ‘bive uni- 
forms with red facings, representing the 
army. Upon the right was a detachment 
of marines, spick and span in white duck 
trousers and blue coats, and armed with car- 
bines and cutlasses. In the center but some- 
what to the right was a detachment of Jack 
Tars, grim and business-like, representing 
the navy. 

| Officers Wait to Meet Casket. 

Directly in the center and about half way 
down the stairway stood General Elwell 8. 
Otis and other distinguished officers of the 
army and navy, who were to receive the 
casket when it was borne up the broad stair- 
way upon the shoulders of the sturdy men of 
the signal corps. At the bottom of the stair- 
way to the right was stationed the Marine 
Band, attired in red coats and white trousers, 
which is so familiar to the people of this 
country. Upon the left, on another plot of 
greensward, was the Third Artillery Bank. 

There was a momentary halt, and Generai 
Brooke, the grand marshal of the funeral 
cortége, dismounted, threw the bridle of his 
horse to his orderly, and the officers of his 
staff also dismounted. This was a signal for 
the removal of the casket from the hearse, 
and as it was placed upon the shoulders of 
the uniformed men the Third Artillery Band 
again played “Nearer, My God, to Thee.“ 
The effect was electrical. Instantly every 
head of the acres of humanity was bowed. 
Then the slow ascent up the steep stairway 
with the precious burden began. Every neck 
was craned and every eye strained so as to 
catch a fleeting glimpse of the casket. 


Multitude Kneels to Pray. 

When the ascent was about half made the 
artillery band had finished McKinley's 
favorite hymn, and as the last notes were 
dying away the Marine Band took up the 
same strain. The effect was magical. 80 
overcome were many of the vast assemblage 
that many broke down completely and others 
involuntarily sank upon their knees and 
offered up prayers for the bereaved and 
brave woman who was so overcome today 
by her terrible affliction that she was unable 
to attend the ceremonies. 

When the funeral cortége reached the top 
of the long marble staircase it entered the 
rotunda through the famous bronze doors. 


DOCTORS WARN THE PUBLIC. 


Physicians and Surgeons Who Attend- 
ed Late President Denounce Printed 
Interviews as Fraudulent. 


Buffalo, N. V., Sept. 17.—The following 
statement was given out tonight by the phy- 
sicians who attended President McKinley 
during his last illness: 
“The undersigned surgeons and physi- 
cians who were in attendance on the late 
President McKinley have had their atten- 
tion called to certain sensational statements 
recently published, indicating dissensions 
and recrimination among them. 
We desire to Ay to the press and public, 
once for all, that every such publication and 
all alleged interviews with any of us con- 
taining criticism of one another or of any 
of our associates are falee. 
We say again that there was never a 
serious disagreement among the professional 
attendants as to any of the symptoms, or as 
to the treatment of the case, or as to the 
bulletins which were issued. An unusual 
harmony of opinion and action prevatied all 
through the case. 
The unfortunate result could not have 
been foreseen before the unfavorable symp- 
toms declared themselves late on the sixth 
day, and could not have been prevented by 
any human agency. 
Pending the completion and publication 
of the official reports of the post-mortem ex- 
amination and attending staff, we shall re- 
fuse to make any further statements for 
publication, and alleged interviews with any 
of us may be known to be fictitious.

When the panic had been in progress 
thirty minutes, the policemen seemed to re- 
gain control of themselves. A battalion of 
mounted officers was sent to the rear of the 
crowd and charged it two or three times to 
relieve the pressure. This gave some relief, 
but the panic continued for nearly another 
half hour, and, seeing the wholesome effect 
the charge upon the crowd had made, it was 
tried repeatedty, and finally the people re- 
gained their feet, cooled down somewhat 
and the panic ceased. 


Cowardice Shown by Officer. 


At least one police officer was guilty of 
cowardice, and will, in ali probability, be 
dismissed in disgrace if his identity can be | 
established. After struggling with the 
crowd for a short time he deserted his post 
and started to escape the panic by going 
through the building. An army officer com- 
manded him to return to his duty. The po- 
liceman replied, with an oath, that he did 
not propose to risk his life by entering the 
crowd. He said he would be perfectly will- 
ing to lose his position, but that he would 
not,perform his duty at the risk of his life, 
He was as good as his word, and during the

MANY M’KINLEY PICTURES SOLD. 


Lithographers Unable to Supply the De- 
mand for Portraits of the Dead 


President. | 


Thousands of pictures of President Me- 
Kinley were sold on the streets yesterday. 
Lithographers who have been seeking to 
supply the demand for McKinley pictures 
said that as many as 300,000 portraits of the 
President had been disposed of since the 
assassination. 

The lithographers have been working night 
and day with as many presses as they could 
bring into service. It is declared that 100,000 

more portraits could have been sold during 
the last two days if they could have been 
produced. In order to meet the demand 
„Stock pictures without the black borders 
and some that have been hastily blotted with 
an edging of black have been supplied, 

In the residénce districts almost every 
house displays a portrait of the President 
in the window. Some houses display a pic- 
ture in every window. 

The taste of people for portraits of the 
President runs about alike,“ said the man- 
ager of one lithographing firm. They want 
a good sized picture with black drapery 
around the edge, although they do not want 
the picture too somber. The inscription that 
is most liked bears the last words of the 
President: God's will, not ours, be done.’ 
The great call for pictures has led the makers 
to put out some that were left over from the 
campaign, but these are not so salable as 
the lithographs which have black borders.

EDWARD’S SON ‘REVIEWS 


Rain Falls Almost Incessantly, but the 


Soldiers Are Paraded on the Plains 
_ of Abraham#One Hundred and Thir- 
teen Veterans of the South African 
War Are Given Medals for Distin- 
services Three Have vie- 
teria Crosses for Gallantry. | 


Quebec, Can., Sept. 17—The ceremonies of 
the last day’s stay of the Duke and Duchess 
of Cornwall and York in the ancient capital 
of Canada included a review of the troops 
mobilized for their reception, a dinner on the 
royal yacht Ophir, and an illumination of 
the harbor and city. 

Rain fell almost incessantly during cheway 
and the crowds that gathered early in the 
morning were speedily dispersed and driven 
Indoors. Mhe luncheon and general recep- 
tion at Spencerwood, the official residence 


ef the Lieutenant Governor, was canceled 


as a mark of respect to the dead American 
President and further plans for an expres- 
sion of regret were made but unavoidably 
abandoned. 

The Duke and Lord Minto, Gov 
eral of Canada, decided to be personally rep- 
resented at Washingtgn. The former desig- 
nated Commander Godfrey Fausette, naval 
Aid-de-Camp, as his representative, but it 
was discovered that It would be impossible 

him to reach there before the departure 
of the funeral train for Canton, and the idea 
of sending any one was regretfully given up. 


Beview in a Cold Rain. 

A chilly, wind swept across the plains-or 
Abraham, but the military review was brave- 
ly finished. The Duke refused all offers of 

shelter and rode through the rainy review in 
his brilliant uniform of honorary Colonel of 
the Seventh Fusileers. 

Despite the rain the military exhibition was 
a brilliant one. Five thousand fighting men, 
including a naval -con mt of about 300, 
were massed on the plains in sight of the 
Wolfe Monument. 

The Duchess was the first of the royal party 
to appear. She came from the citadel in a 
barouche drawn by four horses with mounted 
postilions and escorted by the Queen’s Own 
Canadian Hussars in dark uniforms corded 
with yellow. She was escorted to a roofed 
stand in the center of the field and a few min- 
utes mater the Duke entered the parade 
ground and proceeded to inspect the troops. 


Medals for Brave Soldiers. 

The review followed and when it was over 
the Duke presented medals to 113 Canadians 
who saw service in the South African war. 
Some were in uniforms of their regiments, 
others in cfvilians’ attire. At their head 
came Lieutenant Colonel Ernest Turner of 
Quebec, who received the coveted Victoria 
cross for saving the guns at Belfast, the 
distinguished service order medal for bravery 
at the Vaal River, and a sword of honor 
from his fellow-townsmen. Turner was 
thrice wounded in action and is one of the 
three Canadians to win Victoria crosses. 
The Duke personally complimented each of 
the soldiers as he handed him his medal. 

The royal party returned to the citadel 
at 1 o’clock, and, after resting until 5 o'clock, 
went aboard the Ophir.

Dress Rehearsal in Rain. | 

The most striking feature of today’s jour- 
ney consisted of a full dress rehearsal of the 
military precautions on a portion of the rail- 
way which Emperor Nicholas will traverse 
tomorrow afternoon between Douai and 
Dunkirk.

Coach Stagg’s maroons were scored upon 
yesterday by the Englewood High School 
in the first practice game of the season. 
Two end runs by Salmon, one of them quite 
unexpected, did the business, and the high 
schoo] youngsters went home happy. The 
fact that they were beaten, 18 to 5, made lit- 


tle difference. They scored against the uni- 


versity, and that was all they hoped for, and 
a little more.. 

It was real football on Marshall Field, the 
first since last Thanksgiving day, and the 
200 men and boys who braved the cold wind 
to watch the contest were repaid by seeing 
genuine sport. Of course it wae crude in 
quality and laughable at times, but the spirit 
of the game was there, and there were plenty 


of exciting situations to stir the blood and | 


set the nerves tingling. 

As a tryout for Stagg’s men the game was 
an emineni success, as the schoolboys were 
worthy antagonists, and the maroon coaches 
had a good chance to see just what the new 
men would do in the presence of actual oppo- 
sition. Stagg was pleased with the result 
and commended several of the new candi- 
dates for their good showing. He said the 
work was better than he expected, in view 
of the slight training the men have had. 


Try Only Simple Formations.

MICHIGAN FOOTBALL MAN TALES 
OF A‘ “ SECRET AGREEMENT.” 


Alleges * There Was a Secret 
Agreement Between Coaches King 
and Stagg and That the Wolverine 
Managers Had to Suffer Because of 
It-Discovery of the Compact Has 
Been Recently Made—Effort for a 
Game with Badgers This Fall, 


Charley Baird, graduate manager of ath- 
letics at the University of Michigan, was in 
the city yesterday and willing to throw some 
light on the reasons why no game is played 
between Michigan and Wisconsin this year. 

Except to those closely in touch with the 
situation the difficulty is supposed to be one 
of the place for holding the contest coming 
on top of the delicate difficulties resulting 
from an estrangement, but from Mr. Baird’s 
talk there is reason to believe Michigan still 
holds in memory the double cross which 
it charges was practiced by Wisconsinat the 
time of the Michigan-Wisconsin-IHinois boy- 
cott of Chicago, which was finally settled, 
Wisconsin getting a two-year contract for 
Thanksgiving day games in Chicago. 

Michigan and Illinois always held to the 
opinion that John G. Fisher, manager of the 
Wisconsin team at that time, entered into a 
secret agreement with Stagg, profiting there- 
by at the expense of Michigan and Illinois, 
whereas the three were supposed to stand 
together to force Stagg, or rather Chicago, 
to terms. Michigan had always previously 
played the Thanksgiving day contest against 
Chicago and the break in the custom was a 
disappointment ta many alumni of both in- 
stitutions. 

But now Mr. Bard brings forth a new 
charge. It is said that Fisher stole the con- 
tract for a Thanksgiving day game in 1900 
between Wisconsin and Illinois while Fisher 
and the representative of the University of 
lilinois were in conference in a Milwaukee 
hotel, thus technically releasing himself from 
an obligation to play that game. 

Mr. Baird's. statement is as follows: The 
Tilinois faculty made such a vigorous protest 
(against the game being called off) that the 
Wisconsin authorities were constrained to 
carry out the promise at the beginning of the 
season of 1901. Phil King had charge of the 
football business all the time it was suspect- 
ed there existed a secret agreement between 
Wisconsin and Chicago. This was not dis- 
covered definitely until during the progress 
of negotiations between Chicago, Wisconsin, 
and Michigan. 

Wisconsin proposed to Michigan that 
their football teams play in Ann Arbor on 
Nov. 2 this year and at Madison on Nov. 1 
next year. Michigan was willing to do this 
provided an agreement could be made by 
which Chicago and Michigan should meet in 

Chicago on Thanksgiving next year. In an- 
wer ing this the secret compact was discov- 


ered.“ 
LORD TO GO INTO BUSINESS. 


University of Chicago Football Player 
and Half-Mile Runner Will Not Re- 
turn to Assist the Maroons. 


Harvey Lord, the University of Chicago 
football player and half-mile runner, will net 
return to school this year, as he has decided 
to go into business. This fact explains Lord's 
non- appearance at Marshall Field this week, 
where he has been expected by Coach Stagg. 
As he has been depended on to fill one of the 
halfback positions on the team, his loss will 
be a serious one to the maroons.' He also has 
been counted on to be one of the track team 
which will be sent to Louisville in October. 
Without him it will be difficult for Captain 
Moloney to form a winning relay team. 

Lord entered the university a year and a 
half ago, coming from Hill School in Pennsyl- 
vania. He showed remarkable qualities as a 
middle distance runner, and won a place on | 
the relay team which took first place at Phila- 
delphia that year.

hind the bar waiting on two customers who 
were conversing at the end of the bar.

Hamilton avenue, who was sitting near the 
door, sprang to his feet with a cry of sur- 
prise. King looked up and saw the robbers, 
each of whom carried a revolver. : 

Throw up your bands, every one of you,” 
said the leader. The man's order was obeyed 
by the victims. Then the seven men were 
marched to the back of the saloon and made 
to face the wall. King was the first to be 
Searched, the robber securing nearly §75. 
Then Cronin was robbed of a gold watch and 
chain, some small change, and a peari handle 
revoiver, The other victims were Thomas 
Hackett, Fred Carpenter, George Harding, 
Jenn Fitzgerald, and John Warden. 

Lieutenant Bonfield believes the robbery 
Was commiited by persons living in the 
vicinity. 

When the robbers fied King hurried be- 
hind the bar and, securing his revoiver, ran 
after them. They heard him and shot at 
him. King returned the fire, but the men 
escaped. 


Insurance Company Robbed Again. 

Expert safe robbers forced an entrance 
eariy yesterday morning into the offices of 
the North Side branch of the Metropolitan 
Life insurance Company of New York, at 
Lincoln avenue and George street, forced 
opened a safe, and escaped with $481 afid a 
number of valuable legal documents. This is 
the third time within a few months that safe 
robbers have visited the différent branch 
offices of this company.

Postmaster Gritsch says that usually when 
he has a considerable amount of money on 
hand he takes it to Highland Park. He is of 
the belief that somebody knew that he had 
more money than usual in the safe.

Men Believed Intending to Loot duty as 


McKinley Train Passes Are Captured,

Street battle between police and citizens, on

WARRANT ISSUED AT KENOSHA.

Charges Against Clausen. 
The warrant for Mr. Clausen was sworn

The warrant consists of four charges of 
bribery. In the first it is alleged that Mr. 
Clausen paid to Aldermen Peter Pirsch, Al- 
bert Smith, and John Gaster $1,000 to bring 
about the passage of the streét railway ordi- 
nance, and that it was distinctly understood 
and agreed between the four men that the 
money should be shared equally among the 
three Aldermen. The other three counts re- 
peat the charge, naming the Aldermen singly. 


. Rumor of State’s Evidence. 


Up to the present time no warrant has been 
issued for Gaster, and this fact has given 
rise to a report that he will turn State's evi- 
dence. 

The warrant for the arrest of Clausen, like 
those for the Aldermen, was made out by 
Court Commissioner Myron A. Banter, and 
in this manner no part of the trial will be 
left in the hands of the city officials. 

None of the Aldermen who have been ac- 
cused of being connected with the case was 
at the meeting of the Council on Monday 
evening, and it is expected that they will re- 
sign pending the investigation of the charges. 

The men who have been putting the fin- 
ishing touches on the street railway were 
not at work yesterday, and they will not re- 
turn until the charges have been disposed of. 
One of the members of the corporation 
known as the Kenosha Street Railway com- 
pany stated that the officials of the road did 
not believe that the finding of any of the 
men guilty would affect the validity of the 
franchise, as it had been passed by so large 
a majority that the votes alleged to have 
been purchased would not have been needed. 

City Attorney John C. Slater, who a short 
time ago brought an injunction suit against 
the road, declaring that the ordinance had 
been passed fraudulently, now appears in de- 
fense of the accused Aldermen.

NEAR 0 GOLD IMPORT PONT. 


l WEAK, BUT WOT LOW 
ENOUGH FOR PROFIT YET. 


Authorities Still Believe the Metal Will 
Be Brought In—Views of London 
Statist—Local Stock Market Steady, 
with American’ Can Common the 
Feature — Standard Hope and Twine 
Annual-Dividends Declared—Rail- 
road Earnings—Financial Topics.

Sterling cet was weak e and 
approached closer to the point at which gold 
imports can be made at a profit. It is still a 
little above the place where the metal can 
be brought in profitably. but fereign ex- 
change authorities still believe that gold will 
be imported in large amounts this fall. It 
will be difficult to induce Europe to part with 
the gold. England cannot well spare any, 
and any demand from this country will fall 
on France. Both the Bank of England and 
the Bank of France are likely to advance 
the selling price of gold if called upon. 

In an article on the prospect of losing gold 
to the United States the London Statist shys 
that presumably the gold which has 
shipped from Austrailia to New York was on 
Britis account. It adds that gold ship- 
ments will be made if it is cheaper to pay for 
the imports Europe needs by means of send- 
‘ing gold than in any other way. But unless 
it is cheaper, or unless there is a decided 
profit in sending the gold, it will unques- 
tionably not be sent. And at the same time 
the outflow of money from New York to the 
interior is not at such a rate as would lead 
one to suppose that the value of money will 
become high in the early future. Before the 
year is out matters may change altogether. 
But during the next two months the indica- 
tions at present are against large shipments 
from Europe.“ 

The Statist declares that while Europe is 
indebted to this country the United States 


is also indebted to that country for the large 


purchases of American securities held 
abroad, but that there will be a s ackening 
of American purchases of American securi- 
ties held in Europe; while for the next twelve 
months imports of all kinds from the United 
States into Europe will increase. Conse- 
quently it ought to be in the power of the 
United States to take gold if it requires: it.

THE JOURNEY TO WASHINGTON. 
When future historians describe the sad 
events of the present week they will find 
nd more touching illustration of the uni- 
versal love for William McKinley than the 
tributes paid by simple country people dur- 
ing the passing of the funeral train from 
Buffalo to Washington. There are few large 
cities along the route of that twelve hours’ 
journey, yet it is estimated that at least 
half a milllon people gathered to see the 
train pass and to render a silent tribute 
to the dead. All the way from Buffalo up 
over the Alleghenies, down the picturesque 
Valley of the Susquehanna, and through the 
growing darkness on to the capital on the 
Potomac, it was the same. The train 
moved through an almost continuous avenue 
of silent mourners. Schools, workshops, and 
all places of business were closed. ‘The 
arms were abandoned. The one thought 
the people was centered upon the train 
that was a bearing the body of the beloved 
President. No hamlet so small but it paid 
its tribute of sorrow. Out in the lonely 
eountry districts everywhere were groups 
of .sad-faced people with travel-stained 
vehicles showing that they had come long 
distances, and almost every group had its 
touching little badges and emblems of sor- 
row, telling of sympathetic feminine hands 
in obseure farmhouses. In the larger towns 
the engine plowed its way through flowers. 
Everywhere the symbols of sorrow and 
tender regard, everywhere the choking 
silence of a great national grief. 
Such a spectacle is the more impressive 
when it is remembered that the same scenes 
would have been enacted if the funeral train 
had passed along any other railroad in the 
North or South, the Last or West. The 
sorrow of the Southern States is as deep 
and sincere as that of any other section. 
The universality of the grief for President 
McKinley's death is without precedent in 
our national history. The sense of personal 
loss pervades alike the cottage of the work- 
ingman and the mansion of the capitalist.

A late report from the British Colonial 


office gives a quaint and delightful picture 
of life in the Pitcairn Islands, in the south 
Pacific. These little islands were first 
colonized many years ago by six mutineers 
from the ship Bounty. The colony has 
now increased to more than a hundred per- 
sons, besides populating the neighboring 1s- 
land of Norfolk, 4,000 miles away. The 
} former mutineers have become a prosperous 
Christian community living under almost 
ideal conditions. According to the colonial 
report disease is unknown on the islands, 
The men work from 8 o’ctock in the morning 
until 2 in the afternoon on public enter- 
prises. The government consists of a firm 
and able President, Mr. McCoy, and seven 
Assessors. The community is self-sufficing 
and the soil of the islands produce an 
abundance of 0 things almost spon- 
taneously, 

The whole erate of peace and plenty 
is quite idyllic to come out of so staid and 
matter-of-fact publication as a British gov- 
ernment report. Yet it appears that even 
the Pitcairn Islanders are not quite content. 
Their trouble is somewhat akin to that 
which disturbed the original Garden of 
Eden.

BRIBERY‘ AND VALIDITY. 

Two Kenosha Aldermen have been ar- 
rested on a charge of receiving bribes for vot- 
ing a grant in July of last year for a street 
railway line through that city, and it seems 
to be assumed by some persons that con- 
vietion would invalidate this grant. Indeed, 
in a separate suit which is pending against 
the grantee company to restrain it froin 
completing construction, fraud in obtaining 
the grant is one of the grounds relied upon. 

Whatever may be the issue in these cases, 
it is well to remember that appeals to the 
courts for relief against legislative corrup- 
tion have often been disappointed. The 


| judiciary is slow to inquire into the pro- 


cedure of elected assemblies or even to re- 
gard fraud as a ground for setting aside 
their acts. In a Buffalo street railway case, 
decided about two years ago in the New 
York Court of Appeals, the Judge delivering 
the opinion held—though without assent to 
his ge of reasoning by his colleagues—that 
it not invalidate a street railway 
grant to prove that it was secured through 
bribery. 

Whether or not this be “good law,” it 
warns the public anew as to electoral re- 
sponsibilities and emphasizes anew the in- 
herent risks of irrevocabie grants for definite 
periods of time.

He was quite unable to get this 
ready, however, in the interval, whereupon 
the board adjourned till Aug. 21, only twelve 
days before the term was to open.

in was a letter from this same inventor say- 
ing that altogether eighty machines had been 
sold and that he would like a draft for $400 
at once or he would be obliged to bring suit 
for the recovery of his patents. He had re- 
ceived, he declared, another and better offer 
for the use of the patents and he should ex- 
pect either a draft for $400 or the patents by, 
return mail. The same morning a man called 
with a bill for $100 for sheet brass and an- 
other man telephoned to ask if it would be 
convenient to pay that little account of 845 
for painting and varnishing.

It is 
possible that Milan would have made a bet- 
ter King of Servia had he not come to the 
throne through the particularly atrocious 
butchery of his uncle and predecessor on 
the throne of Servia, the ill-fated Prince 
Mcha el. 


ay 

There are two notable deaths to place on 
record, among the reigning houses of Europe. 
One of these ts thet of Prince Hermann of 
Saxe-Weimer, and the other that of Duke 
Eugene of Leuchtenberg. 

Prince Hermann was not only grandfather 
to the reigning Duke of Saxe-Weimar but 
likewise the next heir to his crown. He was 
a familiar figure on the German turf, and 
virthally controlled everything in connection 
with the races at Baden-Baden, where he 
used to make his headquarters throughout 
the racing season. He was a fine old fellow, 
a long white beard, and a younger 
brother of that Prince Ddward of Saxe- 
Weimar who is a Field Marshal in the Brit- 
ish army, and who makes his home alto- 
gether in England. where he is married toa 
sister of the Duke of Richmond.
